2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-19 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,776,638. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because claims 1-19 of Patent No. 6,776,638 recite the 
invention substantially as claimed except for the back surface of the receptacle tab 
inclined at a negative angle. Regarding the particular dimensions of the angle changing 
from the smaller angle to the larger angle that results in a negative angle relative to an 
axis of rotation of the collar, to the extent that parent (US 6776628) does not specify the 
larger angle, at the time of the invention, variations in the distance of the angle would 
have been obvious minor adjustments without patentable significance. See In re Aller . 
105 USPQ 233 (CCPA 1955) (Where general conditions of the claim are disclosed in 
the prior art, it is not inventive to discover optimal or workable ranges by routine 
experimentation). One skilled in the art would be motivated to change the angle in

order to provide the operator with a better visual indication of the locking area prior to 
the visual confirmation by alignment of the index marks. Thus, the invention defined in 
claims 1-18 is an obvious variation of the invention defined in the patent claims 1-19.
